There wasastrong teeling inthe family 
that New York’s proposition was one that 
would have gratified the general, but the coa- 
dition that Mrs. Grant should be buried be- 
side him was one that the mayor’s representa- 
tive was not authorized to accede to, and 
telegraphic communication was at once begun 
between here and New York on that point. 

Astothe willingness of New York city to 
sccede it was easily understood that the con- 
dition that Mrs. Grant’s sepulcher must be 
with that selected for the general’s. .The 
family and Colonel Grant determined on Cen- 
tral park if the condftion should be complied 
with by the city. 

At 3:20 this afternoon Mr. Turner, Mayor 
Grace’s chief clerk, received a message which 
determined the question of a burial place in 
favor of Central park, in New York city. It 
was as follows: 

Your two telegrams just to hand, and I under- 
siend the matter to be now definitely settled that 
General Grant’s body is to owe _ interred 
here.

Grant. Resolutions were then offered by 
President Sanger regretting the death of Gen- 
eralGrant asa national calamity, eulogizing 
his record as a warrior and civilian, 
asking citizens to close their 
places oi business on the day set apart for the 
funeral and refrain from any secular employ- 
ment, resolving toattend the funeral ina 
body and inviting the mayor, officers of the 
city and government, judges of courts, mem- 
bers of the National Guard and citizens gener- 
ally to unite with the aldermen inthe cere- 
monies attendant to the occasion; that flags 
on thecity hall and public buildings on the 
same day be placed at halt mast, and 
requesting shop owners and occupants of pri- 
vate buildings to display their flags in like 
manner. They also extend sympathy to the 
family of the deceased and authorizing the 
proper authorities to offer a sepulchre for the 
body of General Grantin any of the public 
parks in this city, which the family of de- 
ceased may select, and say that the city hall 
will be draped and the governor’s room in city 
hall be placed at the disposal of the family of 
the deceased for the reception of the remains, 
if desired. They also provide for a commit- 
tee to perfect the funeral arrangements and 
order acopy of the resolutions to be sent to the 

eneral’s family. Addresses eulogistic of 
Genera! Grant’s career were made by many of 
the aldermen in seconding the resolutions, 
which were adopted. A committee to make 
necessary preparations provided for by the 
resolutions was appointed. 

A communication was read from Clerk Tur- 
ner, who had been sent to Mount McGregor to 
confer with the family of General Grant in re- 
lation:‘to a sepulcbre in one of the parks in 
this city. It stated that it was likely the prop- 
osition would be accepted. The resolution 
was adopted empowering the mayor in case 
the proposition was accepted to appoint a 
committee to collect a quota to be contributed 
by the people towards a national monument. 

AMERICANS MEET IN PARIS. : 

Paris, July 24,—A meeting of Americans 
was held at the United States legation this 
afternoon, Minister McLane presiding.

THE GRANT FUND, 


Governor Morgan’s Execuators Responsible 
for the Bad lavesiment, 

New York, July 24.—The following state- 
ment of the present status of that portion of 
the Grant trust fund which was invested by 
Governor Morgan was obtained yesterday 
from trustworthy sources: About six years 
ago $188,100 of the fund was invested in To- 
jedo, Wabash and Western consolidated first 
mortgege convertible seven percent bonds. 

This investment was made by the trustees 


of the furd at the instance of Governor Mor- 


-. Securities then stood high, Governor 
organ was himself largely jnterested in the 
road and there seemed every prospect that the 
bonds would prove as qoed as United States 
securities. Acting on this supposition Gov- 
ernor Morgan teed the 
out of his own private 
fortune. The guarantee was a double one. In 
the first place, the interest on the ponds was 
guaranteed for ten years from the date of their 
urchase by the Grant trustees, and it was 
urther stipulated thatif atany time within 
these ten. years the payment of the interest 
should besix montbsin arrears, Governor 
Morgan should be liable for beth principal 
and interest. Governor Morgan was 
warned against making such a guarantee at 
the time by more than oneof his business 
friends, not because there seemed tobe any 
possibility that he would ever become liable 
on the guarantee, but because it was not re- 
garded as a business-like step. He, however, 
persisted. What six months ago seemed an 
almost — contingency, will probably 
become a fact. 

Within a few days the first interest’on the 
—— be six months in arrears, and it is 
probatie that Governor Morgan’s executors 
will], in eccordance with his guaranty, pay 
over to the trustees of the fund 
the principal and interest. Oaly 
one i a question of 
law, which has already been referred to, re- 
mains tobe determined. It has been sug- 
gested that if the executors of the Morgan es- 
tate lend to railroads money wherewith to pay 
the interest on the bonds held in trust for 
General Grant and his family, there would, 
technically, be no default, and, therefore, the 
Morgan estate would not be liable forthe 
principal. Whatever courseGovernor Morgan, 
if alive, would have pursued under these cir- 
cumstences his executors sre bound in law to 
be governed by the exact legal interpretation 
of hie written guaranty. The whole question,

The Story ofthe BReyal Wedding—How the Bride 
a Gand the Other Ladies of the Court were Dressed 
~The Presence of the Queen and Other 
Distinguished Visitors, Bro. 


Osnorxe, July 24.—The marriage of Pria- 


ceses Beatrice,the youngest daughter of Quoea 
Victoria, to Prince Henry of Battenberg, took 


place at St. Mildred’s church, Whippinghem, 
six miles from Osborne. The weather wis 
lovely, the gentle breeze blowing serving to 
temper the heat, At sunrise thousands of flags 
were run up on the venetian masts 
that lined the route to be 
taken by the marriage procession. 
Flege of all nations floated from the house- 
tops. The river and bay were full of yachts 
brilliant with bunting, and presenting from 
the land ah enchanting appearance. The 
royal yachts stood out prominently, the royal 
standard at their mainbeads, and they were 
decked with wreaths, evergreens and flowers 
in profusion. 

Over 100 guests of the queen breakfasted in 
the palace at Osborne. At 11 o’clock the 


guests started for the church. The offisials 
present were resplendent in court dress and 
wore glittering orders on their breasts, pre- 
senting a peculiar appearance in the royal 
carriage passing along the country road. The 
prince of Wales and the members of his tam- 
ily landed from the yacht and were driven 
to Osborne. The prince of Wales wore 
the unifc.rm ofa field marshal, and his son 
Victor wes dressed in the uniform of an army 
officer, and his son George as an officer of the 
navy. The Ninety-third Highlands guarded 
the approaches to the church, while the road, 
traversed by the procession, was‘lined by vol- 
unteers.

HEIS BOUND OVER TO AWAIT. THE ACTION OF THE 
GRAND JURY. 

Nacon, Ga., July 24.—[Special.J—Green Ricker- 
ton bad his commitmenttrial in the superior 
court room this morning before Justices freeman, 
Foe and Subers, 

It wijl be remembered that Rickerson, whoisa 
coal bleck negro, was charged with murdering 
Ferrison Brown, a negro hackman, and with 
afterwards placing the body of his victim on the 
treck of the Central] railrond near Tatuall square, 
He was arrested and aftera thorough investiga- 
tion by the coroner's jury, was held for trial. 

In the commitment trial this morning the state 
was represented by Solicitor General J. L. Harde- 
man, and the prisoner by Mr, Clifford Ander- 
ton, Jr. 

The trial was continued through several hours, 
No evidence that differed materially from that 
brought out on the investigation by the coroner’s 
jury was produced. Rickerson still positively de- 
nied that he was guilty of the murder, and flatly 
contradicted every witness agaiust him. 

The justices unanimously decided that while 
the evidence was purely circumstantial, it was 
sufficient to warrant binding him over to await 
the action of the grand jury in October. He was, 
secordingly, taken back to jail.

STATE. 


Dry Weather Checking the Oaterplllar— fine “otton 
in Pulaeki—Fine VUorn in S8psilding—Good 
Crops Generally Throughout the State — 

a Frolifie Apple Tree, Etc. 


Mr, J. T. Hayes, of Thomas county, bas 2} acres 
of cotton from waist to shoulder high, which he 
thinks will average from one to two bales tothe 
acre; also 40 acres of corn which will make 39 bush- 
els to the acre, 

It is thought that the dry weather has checked 
the spread of the cotton caterpillar in Brooks 
county. 

Mr. V. A. Clegg, of Lee county, bas a stalk of 
cotton yesterday that had 252 bolls and forms on 
it. 

Mr. Rayford Kenedy, of Tatnall county, has six 
acres Of black seed cotton which has already lap- 
ped across four-feet rows, and which will average 
six feet high. 

Jim Williams, of Catooga couygty, had the frst 
cotton bloom 1p his section. 

Mr. J. M. Coombs, in the upper portion of Pual- 
aski, is said to have four acres of the best cotton in 
that section. If no disaster should befall the crop 
itis believed the four acres will produce five 
bales. A neighber of Mr. Coombs has ten acras in 
corp,and the owner is confident the ten acres 
will yield four hundred bushels. 

Captain Jobn H. Martin, of Hawkinsvilis, owns 
a cow, it is said, that will give fuur gallons of mils 
a day. 

Coroner Jobn Daniel, of Terrell county, says 
farmers need have no !ear of caterpillars this year, 
asthey only appear when June bugs do, He 
hasn’t seen a June bug this year. The cotton -rop 
is safe, 

Crops in Putnam county are unusually good, 
and with propitious seasons during the remain: 
der of the summer, the largest crop will be made 
here that has been gatbered in years. 

Mr. W. V. Maddox may well be called the cham- 
pion farmer of Spalding county. One hundred 
acres of the finest corn in Spalding county is on 
this place, the average yield will be WS bushels to 
the acre. His cotton, some of which will make a 
bale to the acre, is very fine. Mr. Mandox at 
tributes his success largely to the use of improved 
egricultural implements. 

Terrell county is making an excellent crop of 
field pees. 

The plantation of Mr. Cornelius Jordan, on 
Ogechbee river, under the charge of Mr. John PF. 
Challer, has a better crop this year than has been 
made on it for seyeral years back. On a two 
horse farm on the place run by wages he expects 
to realize 1,000 bushels of corn and ten bales of 
cotton, 

Mr. J, N. Aldridge, of @ampbell county, has 
sixteen acres of cotton that will average thirty- 
five bolls to the stalk. 

Mr. E, C. Jones, oi Newton, Baker county, is a 
brother of the celebiated Primas, of first cotton 
bale fame, and is guite ag successful in business. 

Mr. J. J. Brooks, of Stewart county, hasan apple 
tree upon which a limb only five inches long has 
twenty-two apples, and on an eight inch limb last 
ycar he found thirty two apples, each of them as 
laaggeesacup. The tree yielded twelve bushels of 
apples,

THE ROACH PATLURE,. 

Mr. Roach is seventy-seven years old, in 
feeble health, and shipbuilding is dull. 
These facts undoubtedly account for an as- 
signment by a man who will have, it is now 
stated, a handsome fortune when all his 
debts are paid. He desires to go out of busi- 
ness in hisown way and in his own time, 
He finds that the goyernment is no longer 
conducted in the interests of contractors, 
whose interests are rarely the interests of the 
people; andacting doubtless under the ad- 
vice of his counsel, Mr. William E. Chandler, 
he has resorted to a cunning device to thwart 
the policy of thesecretary of the navy and 
win cheap applause from the opponents of 
the administration. It is plain he has no 
grievance, when itis known that of $2,409,- 
000 due him when the three cruisers and the 
Dolphin are completed and turned over, he 
has actually received $2 100,000, and none of 
the cruisers are finished, and the Dolphin is 
not such a vessel as the government is enti- 
tled to under the contract. He has no just 
cause for complaint, andthe attempt of the 
republican organsto make political capital 
out of the matter by accusing Mr. Whitaey 
of wrecking a valuable industry in partisan 
malice, will miscarry just as soon and far as 
the facts become known. The secretary of 
the navy probably has no great love for re- 
publican contractors who have grown rich 
since the war, but his action in the case of the 
Dolphin was based on the reports of officers 
of the navy who conducted the test of the 
Dolphin and on the opinion of the attorney 
general as to the validity of the contract,

THE INDIAN TERRITORY TROUBLBSS, 
The policy of thé administration in rela- 
tion to the Indian territory trails and lands, 
will meet the approvalof all honest men. 
The cattle trails are to be kept open, by pro- 
clamation, if possible, by the bayonets of the 
army if necessary. The ranch owners in the 
territory, and north of it, have been notified 
that their game to get up a monopoly in cat- 
tle by keeping back Texas cattle, is blocked, 
and that any further opposition to the driv- 
ing of Texas cattle across the territory, will 
be properly met and punished.

trails of the southwest are to be kept open, 
But this is not all. The Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes are to be hereafter in the charge 
of, the war department, instead of the inte- 
rior depariment—a gratifying and promising 
chenge to begin with; forarmy officers can 
be trusted where Indian agents cannot be, no 
matter how carefully the latter are selected. 
And then, as the firat great step towards 
peace and quiet in the disturbed territory, 
the leages of land to cattlemen are to be held 
invalid, and the trespassing ranchers ordered 
to remove beyond its borders. This com- 
pletes the programme of the administration, 
and when it is fully carried into effect, there 
will be peace in the territory and great satis- 

faction among the people.

THE National temperance campmeeting is now 
in full blast at Ocean Grove, New Jersey. Some 
of the speakers are more forcible than elegant in 
their remarks, General Ciinton B. Fiske is repor- 
ted as saying that he wished Miss Cleveland 
would “take her north by the nape of the neck and 
make him throw out every drop of liquor in the 
white house cellar.”’ 


Rev. Dr. HAatriELp, inthe Chicago Advance, 
takes the position that high licenag is one form of 
prohibition. Hesays that license laws were first 
passed to regulate and limit the liquor business, 
A license does not make a grog shop respectable. 
It places it under the ban. It hampers it witha 
burden, A law compelling a saloon keeper to pay 
a license of $2,000 prohibits every man who cannot 
raise $2,000 from keeping a saloon. Some temper- 
ance men go so faras to demand the repeal of all 
license lawsand the tax on the manufactureof 
whisky. For these they would substitute 
a@ prohibition law, Undersuch a state of things.Dr. 
Hatfield predicts that whisky would be made and 
sold on the sly and would be so cheap that aman 
could get beastly drunk for two or three cents 
Grog shops would be ten times more numerous 
than now. The land would be deluged by drunk- 
enness and debauchery. Decent men would be 
driven to combine for a system of high license and 
regulation, and prohibition would be lost sight oi 
fora generation tocome, In brief, Dr. Hatfield 
takes the bold position that a state 
either cannot, or will not enforce a prohibitory 
law, but will enforce a hcense law on accouat of 
the pecur jiary benefit to be derived fromit. Be- 
lieving the stringent regulation of the liquor tral- 
fic under high liceree to be a lesser evil than the 
untaxed sale of liquor in violation of law,the doc- 
tor favors the former. It is interesting to note the

There were 
afew thousend extra copies called for and 
printed, but we made no specialty of the mat- 
ter. The cable dispatch cost the office far more 
than the prefits on the extra sales. When we 
found that there wes likely to be a run for this 
edition we stopped the press and issued no 
more extra papers.”

About this time Pat- 
rolman Lynen came up, and before the furious 
negro could fire again he had received a blow 
on the head which stunned him. Ina moment 
he recovered and

while both oflicers were endeavering to take 
him. Before they could do so they were com- 
pelled to deal him some severe blows wi:h 
their clubs. At lest weakened and bleediag

vitation they conveyed. 

General Lewis and Dr. C. L. Wilson, of At- 
lanta, who had gone from Atlanta to repre- 
sent he Blue and the 
es agsociatiop, aided these gentlemen 
in their advoeacy of the south asthe place for 
the next Grand Army encampment. 

Nashville found a hearty support in the 
contest over the next place of meeting. San 
Francisco had been working for a year to se- 
cure the encampment; hed sent a large 
delegation, and had made _— gor- 
geous promises backed by her 
Jsmous wealth and the charms of a trip to the 
“Golden Gate.” Still San Francisco came very 
near being defeated by Naeshvilleand the solid 
vote of New York was all that carried the 
meeting to the western coast.

Tite com 
mittee bas been authorized to send tor persoas 
and papers and bas summoned 
a number of persons to &p- 
peer on Tuesday and testify in this_queer 
cace. Itis probable that the trial will bee 
very sensational affair. 

MR, SMALL AND MR, RENFROE. 

Mr. Small was seen last night and said : 

“I have been subpwneaed to appear before 
the committee on Tuesday next. I will then 
submit a full written statement of my connec 
tion with thereports of the tridles Further 
than this I have nothing now to say,as I have 
not the figures and dates convenient to give 
you the full and proper statement.” 

_ Mr, Renfroe wasseen and in reply to a press- 
ing querry Said: 

‘There was never any one more anxious to 
have the evidence printed than I was. Mr. 
Small took itdown and I urged him to write it 
out, I advanced him money as long as the 
a) propriation lasted but be said there was no} 
enough to pay him for the work and he de- 
clined to finish the work.
